Expansion of the 43rd May Show to include the old 
Western Reserve area is sharply reflected in the ex- 
hibition selected by the jury during three days of ex- 
hausting work. While the number of entries allowed 
to each person was reduced, the total number of 
works submitted rose to a staggering and, in some 
ways, disheartening number. Confusion of a pleasant 
hobby with a demanding vocation still seems to be 
characteristic of the popular American art scene. 
The resulting mass of production, healthy as recrea- 
tion, numbs the senses when offered for selection con- 
sideration to a professional jury. Of the 4,685 works 
submitted by 1,085 entrants, the 559 accepted repre- 
sent the efforts of 299 artists. 

Fortunately, the general result of the larger num- 
ber of entries from a wider geographic area has been 
beneficial. Of the seventeen Jury Mentions, three 
were awarded to artists who for the first time had the 
opportunity to enter the May Show. These special 
mentions were not awarded in every class and they 
carry no connotation of ranking in the old sense of 
first, second, or third prizes. Where the jury felt that 
an object or a group of entries by a single artist was 
of outstanding merit, the artist was cited for Jury 
Mention. 

The sculpture section in particular is noticeably 
stronger than before; and if there were fewer paint- 
ings selected than usual, they reveal a variety and pro- 
fessional awareness that is most encouraging. As 
might be expected, the majority (about seventy-five 
per cent) are abstract; the remainder being explicitly 
or implicitly representational. Aside from the rejected 
amateurish productions, many of the professional en- 
tries which failed of acceptance betrayed an over- 
weighted interest in guessing the acceptable. This is 
a nation-wide problem and has been appropriately 
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recognized by the recent publication of a book which 
purports to instruct the artist—amateur or profes- 
sional—how to paint prize-winning pictures. “Now! 
... New! ... For the Artist on the up.” The jury 
does not look for types, and certainly not stereotypes. 
Their genuine reaction to several well-painted, well- 
designed, and well-conceived “realistic” paintings 
was a hearty “in.” A poorly drawn hand is as disturb- 
ing as fudged tonal transition in an abstract painting. 
The important thing is that the artist first and last 
satisfy himself; when he does that, he has done his 
best and can do no more. 

Cleveland has long been famous for its craft tra- 
dition, and certain sections in this category are ex- 
tremely fine this year. The ceramics are especially 
outstanding and would demand high recognition at 
national and international levels. The variety is extra- 
ordinary—solid and massive shapes, high-fired porce- 
lain of great sophistication, daring and subtle colored 
glazes, and asymmetrical, tense, but balanced forms 
that would do the finest Japanese potters, past or 
present, credit. The photographic section is larger 
this year by about ten per cent and the advisor on 
photography to the jury remarked on the noticeable 
improvement in this ever popular medium. 

Like any other enterprise, the May Show must 
mark its achievements by decades, not years; par- 
ticularly in view of the variable year-to-year merit of 
various categories. This year has seen several major 
contributions and successes. This is the first of the 
expanded exhibitions and it augurs well for the fu- 
ture. Artists, jurors, and staff have labored long and 
hard to good effect. Thanks are due them all and to 
the beholders—Museum members or public—who 
have so patiently and generously studied and sup- 
ported the forty-three May Shows since 1919. s.E.L.
